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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

The species are as follows: 

I) Figs 1-10 

II) Figs 11, 12, 13A, 13B 

Applicant is required, in reply to this action, to elect a single species to which the 
claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally held to be allowable. The reply 
must also identify the claims readable on the elected species, including any claims 
subsequently added. An argument that a claim is allowable or that all claims are 
generic is considered non-responsive unless accompanied by an election.

2,341,113 shows a ventilator for a building having a cap cover 7 with air outlets 7b and 
6b for blowing air into the room along a wall surface 8 (fig.1 ). The Prior art 3,330,379 
shows the sound-deadening cartridge, as a well-known element in the prior art. 

In claims 2 and 8-9 (Species I) the applicant claims a control panel which is the 
special feature. 

Applicant did not claim special feature/control panel in claims 1 and 3-7 (Species

This special feature (control panel) made species I and II distinct.
